HEAVY RAIN IN 
ISRAEL 


But Farmers Still Anxious 
About Crops 


From our Own Correspondent 


JERUSALEM 


A heavy downpour of rain on two 
days this week has delighted Israeli 
farmers. But unless rain continues 
to fall in the next few weeks the 
crisis caused by the — prolonged 
drought will not be greatly changed. 

In the far south too little rain has 
come too late to save the crops. 
Representatives of the Negev kibbut- 
zim are to have a meeting with the 
Minister of Agriculture to discuss 
their problems and their heavy losses. 
The Beduin with no pastures for their 
flocks are in a. particularly sorry 
plight. 

In the northern and central parts 
of the country. however, farmers are 
feeling much happier. Settlers in the 
Ascalon and Lachish areas have 
stated: “If we keep on getting rain 
we shall be able to save the sitaation.” 

Great losses have been caused to 
settlements all over the country by the 
drought-——-one of the worst this cen- 
tury. Emergency measures have 
been announced by the Government 
to save the meagre water supplies. 
Before the rains came. the Jewish 
State was facing its gravest problem 
since its establishment, 


BLOW TO LIBYAN 
JEWRY 


Sequestration of Property 
By Decree 
From our Own Correspondent 
New YorK 
A new Libyan decree, which is 
apparently designed to secure the 
sequestration of all Jewish money and 
property, is causing grave concern in 
Jewish circles here. 


Two leaders of the World Jewish 
Congress-Mr. A. Easterman and 
Mr. M. L. Perlzweig took up the mat- 
ter with State Department officials in 
Washington this week. They have 
also broached the matter with United 
Nations delegates. 

The decree, dated December 31, 
1958. and stated to- have been issued 
“to preserve general order,”  dis- 
solved the Tripolitania Council for 
the Administration of Jewish Property 
and appointed Sayed Amar Sasi 
Atyia Commissioner to “take over all 
operations of the Jewish community 
and all its moneys, properties, deeds, 
papers, books, correspondence files, 
and other things concerned with its 
affairs.” 

Signed by the Executive Council, 
the decree made the Minister of. the 
Interior responsible for its execution. 
it came into effect immediately on its 
publication.

Dr. Nahum Goldmann, President 
of the Claims Conference, reported on 
the present position with regard to 
Settling the claims filed by individual 
victims of Nazi persecution. He said 
that such claims had increased by 
$00.000 in the past nine months, and 
if the present rate of settling them was 
maintained, many would fail to obtain 
the authorities’ approval under ten 
yea©s. 

Payments to. individuals had 
reached $1,.242.000,000 by the en 
of October, 1958, but this represented 
only a fraction of the bosses inflicted 
by the Nazis on the Jewish popula 
tion and of the claims submitted 
hitherto. Dr. Goldmann said. Near! 
2,000,000 indemnification claims were 
still pending. 

Dr. Goldmann .announced that he 
intended to go shortly to Bonn to 
discuss with Chancellor Adenaue: 
specific steps to be taken to speed 
up indemnification procedures. 

Mr. Blaustein said: “Jewish com 
munities jn countries that fell under 
Nazi occupation or those dispropor- 
ttonately burdened by a heavy influx 
of victims of Nazism must remain of 
primary concern to the Conference. 
Over nine-tenths of the funds would 
be expended on the European conti- 
nent, especially in the lands under 
former Nazi occupation, where needs 
were most urgent—“ above all, mn the 
cases of the aged, the ill, and the 
handicapped. The relief and rehabili- 
tation of needy victims now in Latin 
America and Australia also bear 
important priorities.” 

Dr. Goldmann expressed satisfac- 
tion that deliveries of goods, 
materials, and services, under the 
reparations pact, were continuing to 
flow at a smooth and even pace.

YOUTH ALIYAH’S 
SILVER JUBILEE 


World Conference 
Planned 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


The annual world conference of 
Children and Youth Aliyah is to be 
held in Jerusalem in March. on the 
occasion of the organisation's 25th 
anniversary, it was announced by Dr. 
1. Feldman, the Joint Chairman. when 
he presided at the annual meeting, 
held at the House of Commons on 
Monday. 


The conference is to be opened by 
Mrs. Eleanor Roosevelt, the World 
Patron of Youth Aliyah. 


The Israeli Ambassador, who, with 
Mme Elath,. was a guest of honour, 
described Youth Aliyah as “a fine. 
great, humane organisation” with an 
outstanding record of achievement. 
Its work, he said. had not yet ended. 
There were still many children among 
the newcomers to Israel as well as 
large numbers abroad who were in 
need of its services 

Although the organisation's present 
effort was not so spectacular as during 
the Nazi period, it would continue to 
play a major réle, “tangibly and 


morally.” in the integration of the 
newcomers to the Jewish State. 
Lady Mancroft spoke of her 


exciting impressions when she visited 
Israel last year with her husband. The 
Wingate Children’s Home, she said, 
had given her special pleasure on 
account of its “ efficiency, up-to-date- 
ness, and sheer beauty.” 

Dr. Barnett Stross, M.P., the host. 


spoke of the partnership between 
Youth Aliyah and the Save the 
Children, Fund. which contributed 


part of its revenue from the Penny-a- 
Week Fund to Youth Aliyah. (The 
Save the Children Fund was repre- 
sented at the gathering by Brigadie: 
!. W. Boyce, its General. Secretary.) 
Ihe Trades Union Congress supported 
the Fund, he said, and therefore was 
also. contributing to the work of 
Youth Aliyah. 

The accounts showed a revenue of 
£129,300, expenditure amounting to 
cleven per cent of the gross income.

New York). and Alderman A. Moss, 
the meeting at Woburn House was 
presided over by Mr. B. B. LI&BER- 
MAN (Cricklewood), a Vice-President. 

Presenting the. report of the Erets 
Israel Committee, Mr. Teff pointed 
out that the relations between Israel 
and Britain continued to be good. But 
certain circles in Britain. had for a 
long time suggested a policy of 
appeasement towards President Nasser 
and the Arab States, despite the fact 
that it had in the past proved a mis- 
take when applicd to every Arab 
country. 

In a reference to the initialling of 
the financial agreement. between the 
United Kingdom and Egypt, Mr. Teff 
said that Israel had at all times con- 
tended that any peace treaty with the 
Arab States was for the good of the 
Middle East. provided itt was not 
carried out at the expense of Israel. 

In the debate which followed, Mr. 
A. Super (Pontypridd) referred to the 
report in last week’s issue of THe 
JewtsH CHRONICLE of the East, North, 
and South London Regional Confer- 
ence of the Zionist Federation, and 
quoted the following § statement : 
“The Federation, said its Chairman, 
Mr. Woolf Perry, had at times been 
criticised by the Israeli Government 
leaders. This was an indication that 
the Israelis recognised the importance 
of co-existence between the State and 
its representative body of Jews in this 
country.” 


“Loose Thinking ” 


Mr. Super remarked that, possibly, 
Mr. Perry's statement had been con- 
densed or taken out of context, but 
the impression had been given that 
the Zionist Federation was the repre- 
sentative body in this country of the 
Israeli Government. This was an 
example of loose thinking and loose 
language. Jews had to be particu- 
larly careful what they said. There 
wete always people out to make 
difficulties, 

Dr. S. A. Miter (Congregation 
of Jacob) said that he had sat next 
to Mr. Perry when he had made his 
statement, and he was sure that the 
impression had not been given that 
the Zionist Federation wanted to 
usurp the place of the _ Israeli 
Embassy. Mr. Super, he added, was 
making a debating point to confuse 
the Board. 

Mr. Harry (Wellington) 
said that Dr. Miller was a little

of help. What sort of help? Were 
they going to ask every immigrant 
whether he was Orthodox or not? 
“I am prepared to accept any Jew, 
of whatever views, even Mr. Loben- 
stein’s type of Jew,” he declared. 

Shouting across the hall at Mr.

OR years Jewish organisations 
with global pretensions and 
boasting to be the elected 
representatives of all sorts of Jewish 
communities have knocked at the 
doors of Russian embassies and 
knocked in vain. Of course, 
memoranda have been delivered 
and acknowledged, and sometimes 
there have been perfunctory discus- 
sions with unimportant officials. 
Talks at a high level have been 
sought without success. Now, while 
the Consultative Conference ol 
Jewish Organisations (which 
includes our own Board of Depu- 
ties) has been meeting in New York. 
without significant results, a mere 
self-appointed committee has 
achieved more than all of them 
together : the leaders of the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee had a frank 
discussion with Mr. Mikoyan, the 
Russian Deputy Prime Minister. 

This is no ordinary committee 
Concerned over the pogroms in 
Russia, a group of leading American 
Jews, mainly of German extraction, 
decided in 1906 that a ™“ genera! 
Jewish committee in the United 
States’ was needed. The American 
Jewish Committee cannot claim 
either to be constituted on a demo- 
cratic basts or to speak in the name 
of the Jews of America. Its 
authority springs from the fact that 
it includes the “top brass.” In the 
early days it was a narrow group, 
associated with the Schiffs and the 
Warburgs. The redoubtable Louts 
Marshall (his toughness caused 
Israel Zangwill to observe. that 
American Jewry was “living unde: 
Marshall law”) gave imter- 
national prestige. © Since then the 
organisation has increased a 
hundredfold, operates on a large 
budget, and draws on the skill of! 
a numerous staff. It still commands 
the interest of the most influential! 
Jews of America and retains its 
reputation for being more reliable 
than the numerous other organisa- 
tions which operate in the same 
field. 

In this country we like to think 
in. terms of a representative Jewish 
organisation; whereas our American 
brethren have never taken kindly. to 
the idea. Maybe the leaders of the 
American Jewish Committee would 
have shown greater statesmanship

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Art Notes 


AN INTERNATIONAL PAINTER 


Graham Sutherland was probably 
the first British painter to be inter- 
nationally known since Constable and 
Turner. And like them, though Blake 
and Palmer are more obvious carly 
influences, he owes his greatness to his 
intimacy with nature. 

From the collection of 18 of his 
pictures, painted over the last 20 
years, at the Jeffress Gallery onc 
selects at once and carries away in 
one’s mind the earliest, such as 
“Fallen Tree Against Sunset,” 
painted in 1940. He wrote of this: 
“ Painted from impressions received 
after watching peculiar sunset over a 
moss-covered valley. Object is a dead 
tree-trunk covered with moss.” 

The object is perhaps a tree-trunk, 
but it is certainly not dead. It is 
bifurcating into a play of dolphins 
or any living creatures moving in a 
moving light. Sutherland used to lie 
on the shore until his eye, “ becoming 
riveted to some sea-eroded rocks, 
would notice that they were precisely 
reproducing, in miniature, the forms 
of the inland hills.” And so he would 
catch that double image which gave 
magic to his landscapes, especially his 
tree-trunks. 

That communion with natore seems 
now to have ended. The influences 
of Moore and Picasso do not seem 
as productive of an individual vision 
as those of Blake and Palmer were. 
And when he occasionally returns to 
nature, as in “Cypress Cones” and 
“ Bats.” it is more with the eye of the 
eneinecr that he was trained to be 
than of the imaginative artist that he 
became. His two recent paintings of 
Venice are very competent extensions 
of Sickert, but no more. 

I was at Bentall’s store in Kingston 
recently and was distressed to find that 
Stefan Knapp’s. enormous mural has 
had to be removed because of 
structural alterations. But the ereat 
progress Knapp has made in the five 
years since he painted it may be seen 
at the Usis Gallery, 41 Grosvenor 
Square, where two murals in enamel! 
one on copper and the other on steel. 
are on .view before shipment to 
America, 

One of them will be placed in the 
lounge of the Seagram Building. 
the bronze skyscraper that won the 
R.I.B.A. gold medal for its architect. 
Ludwig Mies Van der Rohe : and the 
other in the library of Columbia 
University. (Mark Rothko is also 


inting a mural for the Seagram 

Each, like so many abstracts, sug- 

ts a landscape looked down on 
rom the air. The first, in blue, green, 
and white, relieved by crimson and 
russet-brown, seems to contain water 
and grass with bathing-tents, canoes 
or bulrushes and a central building. 
The second, in rich reds and orange, 
could be park land. We are helped 
to the first by being shown a series 
of trial runs; the birth pangs of the 
second are not shown. 

What their inspiration was I do not 
know, nor perhaps does the artist, 
but he spent some time in Mexico 
recently and these murals may be 
merely an expression of the colour he 
found there. 

Patsy Foard, at the Commonwealth 
Institute till Febuary 1, is a young 
Australian who has painted at 
Florence and in Iceland. She is a 
good colourist and has a good sense 
of form, but is in danger of simplify- 
ing her vision to the _ broader 
generalisations of poster work.

Te B’SHVAT, the New Year 


for Trees, offers us the 

opportunity to reflect anew 
on the wonders of Creation and the 
genius of the Creator, for the tree 
was part of that first call to life. 
We may well recall the passage in 
the opening words of Scripture, 
“ Let the earth bring forth grass... 
and - fruit tree yielding fruit.” 
Even the words of the popular 
song, “Only God can make a 
Tree,” contain a fundamental truth 
which we often fail to appreciate. 
The occasion commands attention 
to the infinite variety of trees, their 
shape, colour, blossom, and foliage. 
The tree is a simple source of 
wonder which enriches the lives of 
those who permit themselves to 
assess Nature's infinite beauty.

day. Diaspora Jewry, urban 
though it is in character, need no! 
be estranged from the beauties o! 
Nature. 


To mark the occasion in our own 
way we might revive some of the 
customs which once prevailed in 
Fastern Europe and re-read on this 
day some of the passages in Scrip- 
ture which make reference to trees, 
fruit, and the gifts of the soil.

Provincial Apathy Condemned 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


A warning to the Conference of 
Provincial Representative Councils, 
being held in Hull on Sunday, was 
issued in London last Sunday. Rabbi 
Dr. S. Goldman, the Chairman of the 
Central Council for Jewish Religious 
Education, which supervises educa- 
tion in the provinces, said that the 
community was not even prepared to 
finance the limited work of the 
Central Council—let alone any more 
ambitious schemes. 

Dr. Goldman, who was speaking at 
the Central Council's annual meeting 
in Woburn House, said that the 
Corlicil was operating on a regular 
annual deficit. Towards its annual 


budget of £1,800 the London Board

YOUNG GERMANS ARE 


CONFUSED 


Writer Criticises Older Generation 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Herr Paul Schallueck, the young 
German writer and ‘broadcaster who 
has been campaigning, through his 
novels and essays, and on the radio, 
against what he calls “German 
forgetfulness,” has extended his

crusade beyond the borders of the 
Federal German Republic. 

In a lecture arranged by the Wiener 
Library at the London United Resti- 
tution Office on Monday he told an 
audience comprising former German 
Jews, as well as officials of the 
German Embassy, that the anxiety 
about German forgetfulness of the 


past and the concern for the spiritual 
and moral regeneration of the German 
people should be shared by other 
nations. “For we in Germany can- 
not alone tackle this question, and we 
need the help of other people, 
particularly of the Jews,” he said. 

In a profound analysis (in German) 
of the mood of the Germans after the 
war, Herr Schallueck described the 
efficient but too severe industriousness 
of the Germans as something which 
was almost frightening to their 
neighbours, but which to the Germans 
themselves was a way of escaping 
from contemplation and 
remembering the dreadful events of 
the past. He criticised the German 
politicians, Church leaders, and 
educationists for not explaining to the 
people that by refusing to face up to 
the past they might jeopardise the 
future of democracy in Germany. 

Herr Schallueck said that the 
generation of Germans who were too 
young to have had direct experience 
of the Nazi era felt confused by the 
conspiracy of silence on the one hand 
and the falsified accounts of what had 
actually taken place, on the other. 
They had no trust in the old genera 
tion . and it was the present German 
youth which provided the best hope 
to those who campaigned for an 
honest acknowledgment of the past 
and for moral regeneration in the 
future. 


ORTHODOX JUDAISM IS 
PROGRESSIVE”

“Judaism is, we say, progressive. 
But so-called progressive Judaism is 
destructive.” This was one of the 
points stressed by Rabbi Dr.  S. 
Schonfeld, when he spoke on “ What 
is Judaism ?" to the London Jewish 
Students’ Association, at Hillel House 
last week. 

Judaism, he said, could not be 
chopped off. but must be allowed to 
grow from its own being and nature. 
That was why natural, genuine 
Judaism—which was Orthodox 
Judaism—-had never known interrup- 
tion and had never stood for inter- 


ference from outside. but had 


changed the face of Judaism. Through- 


wae 


out the ages it had progressed from 
the Five Books of the Torah right 
down to the Shulchan Aruch. 

it was wrong to say “adjust 
Judaism to the age.” Judaism had 
always been ageless, because it had 
absorbed something that was valuable 
in every age. 

Dr. Schonfeld spoke of “this age 
of disobedience,” and declared that 
Judaism said that in such an age 
obedience would outlast disobedience. 


“ That is why,” said Dr. Schonfcki, 
“one lays a good deal of hope upon 
the Anglo-Jewish community.”

Tribute to Dr. Feldman

“The Peter Pan of Jewish 
charities " is how Dr. Isracl Feldman 
was described at a reception held in 
his honour at North London Pro- 
gressive Synagogue, last week.

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ZIONIST FEDERATION’S 
6oth ANNIVERSARY 


By ISRAEL COHEN 


HE Diamond Jubilee of the 

English Zionist Federation, 

which occurred yesterday, is 
an event that calls not only for 
celebration but also for a retro- 
spect of its record since its first 
office was opened in a_ small, 
sparsely furnished room in Com- 
mercial Street, opposite Toynbee 
Hall. 

Only those who were contem- 
poraries of the establishment of the 
Federation can appreciate the mag- 
nitude of the progress it has made 
or the revolutionary change of 
attitude that it has brought about on 
the part of the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity towards the Jewish national 
idea For the Federation came 
into existence at a time when the 
Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hermann Adler, 
fulminated against the Zionist 
movement from the pulpit in 
Duke's Place Synagogue and 
when those who supported the 
movement were looked upon as 
cranks, 

Even a comparison of the status 
of the Federation as jt was in 1909, 
when its office consisted of one 
large room off Chancery Lane, 
with its present octopus-like 
structure. presents a spectacle of 


Apart from. the activities of 
Habonim and  Hechalutz the 
Federation recruits young volun- 
teers of both sexes for a year's 
practical service (Shnat Sherut) in 
Israel. It has been estimated that 
since 1948 about 6,500 young 
British Jews went out to Israel to 
settle and that probably 4,000-5,000 
have remained. 

An important task to which the 
Federation has devoted itself in an 
ever-increasing degree has been the 
promotion of the study of Hebrew 
by Jews of all ages. In furtherance 
of this object, and with a view to 
fostering Jewish knowledge and 
Jewish national consciousness, it 
undertook the establishment ol 
Jewish day schools. 

The Federation contributes its 
financial support to the develop- 
ment of Israel through the medium 
of the Keren Hayesod and forms 
the senior partner in the Joint 
Palestine Appeal. Without the 
energetic direction of the Federa- 
tion’s experienced officials and effi- 
cient machinery the J.P.A. would 
be unthinkable. Since the incep- 
tion of the J.P.A. in 1947 it has 
remitted to Israel £15,800,000. 

Moreover, the Federation of 
Women Zionists, with 160

astonishing progress. The President 
then was the industrialist, Dr. 
Charles Dreyfus, who lived in Man- 
chester and jntroduced Dr. Weiz- 
mann to Balfour; and the affairs 
of the Federation were adminis- 
tered by myself as Secretary (on a 
half-time basis) in conjunction with 
Leopold J. Greenberg, — the 
Honorary Secretary, who carried 
On a publishing and advertising 
business on the opposite side of the 
passage (and later became editor 
of THe Jewish CHRONICLE) and 
with whom I discussed any matters 
of moment over a cup of tea in a 
mear-by Lyons café. 

Before the First World War the 
Federation was a unitary body, 
without parties or sub-committees ; 
now it comprises various organisa- 
tions—the Federation of Women 
Zionists, the Federation of Zionist 
Youth, synagogues, Poale Zion, 
with the Left-wing adjuncts, 
Mapam and Hashomer Hatzair, 
and groups of Hechalutz, besides a 
large body of General Zionists— 
embracing a total of 470 consti- 
tuent units. 

Originally the Jewish National 
Fund was an integral part of the 
Federation, but gradually it began 
to feel its growing strength and 
ultimately asserted its complete 
independence. 

The impact that the Federation 
has made upon the life of Anglo- 
Jewry has taken various forms and 
Operated through different agencies. 
One of the most notable is 
Habonim. This group, which 


is primarily intended for those 


between 15} and 17 years of age, 
Serves aS a valuable preparation 
for those intending to join 
Hechalutz. 

The aim of Hechalutz b’Anglia 
is to give a training in agriculture 
and crafts for a pioncering life in 
Israel, to provide a knowledge of 
fhe Hebrew language. and to 
organise the ‘aliya’ of its mem- 
bers and their absorption in Israel. 
Supplementary to Hechalutz is the 
work of P.A.T.W.A.. (Professional 
and Technical Workers’ Aliyah). 


branches, raises about £175,000 a 
year. 

True to the watchword of 
Theodor Herzl, who proclaimed 
that it was the duty of Zionists to 
“conquer the community,” the 
Federation has exercised a widely 
ramified influence upon Anglo- 
Jewish life, particularly upon 
Synagogues and schools. As many 
as 120 synagogues, in London and 
the provinces, are now affiliated to 
it. Although not directly repre-

Indeed, the Federation is sometimes 
accused of exercising undue influ- 
ence upon the Board; but as the 
once controversial question of 
Zionism has long been dissolved in 
the establishment of the State of 
Israel, and the Board has a special 
Erets Israel Committee, any such 
charge is groundless. The Federa- 
tion has long become an integral 
institution of Anglo-Jewry and will 
doubtless continue to enjoy that 
status in the future.

THE “ JEWISHNESS ” 
OF BLOCH 


By ARTHUR JACOBS 


AST B.B.C. broad- 
cast of Bloch’s “Israel” 
Symphony raises anew the 

question of Bloch’s “ Jewishness.” 
What purpose, aside from bringing 
a warm feeling to certain bosoms, 
is there in speaking of Bloch as 
a Jewish composer, as distinct from 
a composer who happens to be 
Jewish ? To suggest that Bloch’s 
music is classifiable as Jewish 


Ernst Bloch 


merely because he borrowed certain 
melodic devices from Jewish liturgi- 
cal chant would be like suggesting 
that Puccini in “ Madame Butterfly ” 
became a Japanese composer. 
Bloch himself repudiates the idea 
that his Jewishness rests on any 
such borrowings. 

“It is not my purpose or my desire 
to attempt a ‘reconstruction’ of 
Jewish music, or to base my work 
on melodies. more or less authentic. 
I am not an archeologist. I hold 
it to be of first importance to write 
good, authentic music-—-my own 
music. Jt is the Jewish soul that 
interests me, the complex, glowing, 
agitated soul that I feel vibrating 


‘throughout the Bible—the freshness 


and naiveté of the Patriarchs, the 
violence of the Prophetic Books, 
the Jew’s savage love of justice, the 
despair of Ecclesiastes, the sorrow 
and immensity of the Book of Job. 
the sensuality of the Song of Songs.” 


Human Characteristics 


An American critic has acutely 
seized on this passage. In an essay 
in the American MENORAH JOURNAL 
(reprinted in the Music Review, 
London, 1949), John Hastings remarks 
that Bloch has picked out general 
human characteristics (freshness, 
naiveté, violence, love of justice) 
rather than anything specifically 
Jewish. We may also note the con- 
trast between Bloch’s repudiation of 
“archzology” and the _field-work 
among folk-melodies carried out by 
such. genuine musical nationalists as 
Vaughan Williams and Bartok. More- 
over, Bloch’s music has an entirely 
individual emotional stamp. Are we 
not liable to say “How Jewish !” 
when we mean “ How like Bloch!” ? 
As another American critic. Dika 
Newlin, has written (in the MUSICAL 
QUARTERLY of New York, 1947), “It 
is much too easy, and dangerous as 
well, to pick out every salient charac- 
teristic of a composer like Bloch and 
to attribute it somehow to his 
Judaism. 

It is notable, too, that Bloch’s 
reputation among musicians probably 


stands highest in the field of chamber | 


music, with the “un-Hebraic”™ Piano 
Quintet and String Quartet No. 2; 
while the choral “ Sacred Service,” the 
most Jewish of his “Jewish” works, 
displays a fatal recourse to padding. 
(1 do not here discuss “ Schelomo.”) 
It seems the case that Bloch in his 
orchestral and vocal works simply 
welcomes the stimulation of con- 
cretely directed emotions, whether 
concerned with Jewish matters or not 
—as in his “America” and “ Hel- 
vetia.” The “Israel” Symphony 
has, of course, Jewish associations 
(its title was originally to have been 
“Jewish Festivals”), but it has no 
archeology.” 

lan Whyte, though he perhaps con- 
ducted the opening. section § too 
quickly, admirably conveyed the 
shape of the work with its one 
tremendously fervent climax. — His 
performers were the B.B.C. Scottish 
Orchestra. with Joan Alexander and 
Mary Alexander (sopranos), Flora 
Blythman and Winifred Busfield (con- 
traltos), and Alexander Carmichael 
(baritone). 

Whether its basic impulse is in any 
valid sense Jewish or (as I suspect) 
merely personal, Bloch’s “ Israel” is 


a notably fine work. I found it force-- 


ful and poignant, not through any 
immediately memorable tunes, but 
through the build of its total span. 
That it is so rarely performed would 
seem not only regrettable but 
puzzling. 


MATZOT FROM GEORGIA 


Ancient and Dignified Community 


From our Special Correspondent 


Members of the “J.C.” staff and 
some visitors to our offices have in the 
past few days had an opportunity to 
taste matzot from Tbilisi, the capital 
of the Soviet Socialist Republic of 
Georgia. 

The matzot—fresh and crisp—were 
brought to me by a visitor from 
Britain who spent several weeks in the 
Soviet Union and who came back with 
a good deal of interesting informa- 
tion on the life of the Jewish commu- 


They have a synagogue of their own, 
and conduct services in the Ashkenazi 
tradition. Relations between the two 
communities are harmonious, and 
both, like the rest of Jews in the 
Republic, are occupied for the most 
part in sheep-farming and vine culti- 
vation, which Georgian Jews have 
been doing for centuries. 

Although Thilisi is the capital, it 
is Kutaisi that claims to have the 
largest Jewish community in Georgia. 
Again, exact numbers are not known, 
but one estimate given to our 
visitor was that there are about

But according to information which 
this visitor collected from leading 
Jewish personalities, there are now 
over 100,000 Jews in the Republic. 
Official Russian pre-war = statistics 
listed only about half. that figure. 

In Tbilisi itself--formerly called 
Tiflis—the Jewish community num- 
bers well over 10,000. The majority 
of them are Sephardim, and according 
to their own tradition, supported by 
historical evidence, they are the 
descendants of settlers from ancient 
Palestine dating back to Babylonian 
days. Only recently the Jewish com- 
munity took part in the 1,500th anni- 
versary celebratiog of the Georgian 
capital. 

The synagogue, in the old part of 
the city, towers above other buildings, 
proudly displaying a Magen David 
which can be seen from afar. And 
Haham Emanuel, who is_ highly 
respected by all sections of the popu- 
latron, told the visitor that as far as 
Jewish religious practice ts concerned 
the community enjoys “full free- 
dom.” They have a mikva, kosher 
food, and also a Beth Hamedrash for 
Talmud study. On the shelves of the 
Beth Hamedrash there was a Vilna 
Talmud and other religious books, 
but none printed in Russia in recent 
years, The synagogue building 
itself, unlike that in Moscow, is in 
an excellent state of repair. All the 
candelabra and utensils spick 
and span, and the synagogue on a 
Friday evening 1s crowded with wor- 
shippers, with a fair sprinkling of the 
young. A certain number of women 
also attended the services. 

To meet the growing religious 
needs of the community and increased 
attendances, a new synagogue was 
built above the old one—-an exact 
replica of that below it. Haham 
Emanuel divides his attendances be- 
tween the two, so that he can be 
available to worshippers whenever 
called upon to give advice or guidance 
on religious and communal affairs. 

While the Sephardim—many of 
whom still speak very good Hebrew— 
are the predominant element, there 
are also in Tbilisi Ashkenazi Jews. 
mostly Polish. They have settled there 
as a result of the Second World War. 


its own Haham. 
and Jewish religious life there, ou 
visitor was assured, is going on 
undisturbed. 

But it is at Kularz, a small township 
about 30 miles from Tbilisi. where 
religious Jewish fervour is believed to 
be strongest.

Haham. Mishiel, is one of the leading 
Talmudic scholars in Georgia, a 
saintly person held in’ very high 
esteem by all Jews in the Republic 
It is to him that all important ques 
tions regarding rehigiqus affairs are 
referred for final decision, and his 
word is law to the members of the 
Jewish community. 

Georgia is one of the smallest 
Soviet Republics-—-27.000 square miles 
—with a population of some 
4,000,000. Pre-war figures gave the 
Jewish population as forming 
than 2 per cent of. the total, but ther 
number is said to have grown since 
the Second World War, when many 
Jews from other parts settled there. 

Although Russian assimilationist 
tendencies are visible, the Jewish spirit, 
especially regarding religion, is con- 
sidered to be still very strong, and in 
fact much stronger than in other parts 
of the Soviet Union. This strongly 
religious community of Georgia sup 
plies the majority of students at the 
new Moscow Yeshiva.

NEW SUEZ COLLUSION CHARGE 


Markings on Israeli 


From our Parliamentary 
Correspondent 

Israeli aircraft which took part in 
the Suez campaign carried the same 
markings as those used by Britain 
and France, said Mr. GEOFFREY DE 
Freitas (Lab., Lincoln), in the Com- 
mons on Wednesday. He saw in this 
“direct evidence of collusion.” 

The Secretary for Air, Mr. GEORGE 
Warp, replied that he had absolutely 
no responsibility for the Israelis and 
had no knowledge of the Israeli Air 
Force. 

He had seen a picture in a technical 
publication of an Israeli aicraft with 
those markings on it, but there was 
no question whatever of these mark- 
ings having been given to the Israeli 
Air Force by Britain. 


MRS. DORAN’S MURDER 


A question was asked in Parlia- 
ment on Wednesday about the murder 
in Israel of Mrs. Doran, wife of the 
British Air Attaché in Tel Aviv. 

Mr. JoxHN BicGs-Davison (Con.., 
Chigwell) asked what was the result 
of the protest made by Britain and 
what further action was to be taken. 

Mr. Joun Prorumo, Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs, said that a 
Note was handed to the Government 
of the United Arab Republic on 
behalf of the British Government by 
the Swiss Embassy in Cairo on 
December 18.

COMBATING RACIAL HATRED 


Action by West German Government 


FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT—Bonn 


In view of the latest antisemitic 
incidents in the Federal Republic, the 
West German Government has 
decided to sponsor clear-cut legal 
procedures designed to convict ail 
persons charged with instigating racial 
hatred. 


The German Cabinet last week 
agreed on the draft of an amendment 
to Article 130 of the German Penal 
Cole to read as follows: A person 
found guilty of incitement to hatred 
against national, racial, religious, or 
other groups, or of insulting or defam- 
ing these groups, or making or spread- 
ing defamatory statements about them 
against his betier knowledge, and in 
a way which constitutes a danger to 
public peace and order, will be sen- 
tenced to imprisonment of not less 
than three months, and an additional 
fine may be imposed on him. 

The amended draft is to be for- 
warded to the legislative bodies for 
approval, 

The Federal Government's action 
has been prompted in particular by 
the decision of Dr. Budde, the 
Hamburg judge who refused to pro- 
ceed against Friedrich Nieland. author 
of a viciously antisemitic pamphiet. 

Budde has refused to 


answer 
charges of having been a Nazi 
collaborator and the author of an 


antisemitic article, published in Lower 
Saxony im 1935, stressing the need for 
“ pure German blood” and a “ pure 
German race.” It is alleged that in 
1949 he refused to open proceedings 
against 17 doctors and two lawyers 
charged with the “mercy killing” of 
at least 56 children -during the last 
war. 


At his own request Budde has now 


been transferred to a local civil court. 

Another judge at the Hamburg Dis- 
trict Court, Dr. Herr, who shared Dr. 
Budde’s opinion on the Nieland case, 
and rejected an appeal filed by the 
Attorney-General against Dr. Budde’s 
decision, is said to have been a judge 
of a Nazi “special court.” 

A court at Herford, West Germany. 
on Monday gaoled Carl Krumsick, a 
textile merchant, for seven months for 
insulting Jews, abusing the memory of 
the dead, and publicly glorifying Nazi 
crimes. 

At a public house last year he 
declared that not enough Jews had 
been gassed by the Nazis and that all 
Jews in Israe] should be gassed or 
potrsoned. 

In a radio interview in Stuttgart last 
week the Minister of Cultural Affairs 
in the State of Baden-Wiirtemberc. 
Dr. Storz, described antisemitism as 
“a dangerous mania.” 

The Minister demanded that cffec- 
tive legal steps should be taken to 
combat antisemitism at its roots. He 
pointed out recent incidents had 
revealed that the number. of 
incorrigible Nazis and antisemites in 
the country was apparently higher 
than had been supposed. Those per- 
sons were not only antisemitic in 
spirit but they were even prepared 
to use physical force to promote their 
racial theories. . Many threatening 
letters of the most violent nature had 
been received by newspapers, State 
attorneys, and even Ministers of Statc 
in recent months. They were also 
being sent to organisations of victims 
of Nazism and to all persons who 
were openly defending the principles 
of democracy and racial tolerance. 
The senders of alm st all the letters 
were anonymous

Young bovs and girls who are pupils 
in the various educational service: 


sponsored by the Jewish Community 
Committee in Casablanca have 
responded to an appeal by the Com- 
mittee by volunteering to place collec- 
tion boxes in the homes of Jewish 
families throughout the city. 


The aim is to collect funds to 
finance welfare work for the 1,700 
indigent families—-beggars for the 


most part-——who have been “ adopted 
by the Committee. 

Early last year, it will be recalled, 
Mr. Meyer Obadia, the President. of 
the Committee. launched a scheme 
for clearing the city of Jewish beggars, 
and in fact there are none to be seen 
now on the streets. The 1,700 families 
which the committee took under its 
wing were to be cared for thanks to 
a “tithe” paid voluntarily by all 
other Jewish families in the city. 

Unfortunately, after a good start at 
the outset, these voluntary “tithes” 
fell off, and were soon inadequate to 
pay for the welfare of the beggar 
families. Hence the Committee has 
decided on collection boxes which are 
being distributed by young volunteers 
in homes throughout the city.

BILLS TO OUTLAW 
“ HATE BOMBINGS”

WASHINGTON 

Bills to outlaw the bombings of 
churches, synagogues, schools, and 
community centres were sponsored 
last week by 46 Senators of both 
political parties in Congress. Similar 
Bills were also introduced by a 
number of members of the House of 
Representatives. 

One group, led by Senator John PF. 
Kennedy, of Massachusetts, and Sena- 
tor Sam J. Ervin, of North Carolina. 
comprises 28 Democrats and = six 
Republicans. Their Bill seeks to pro- 
hibit the transport, possession, or use 
Of explosives, and also provides for 
authority to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation to imitiate investigations. 

Another group, composed of twelve 
Republican. Senators headed by the 
two New Yorkers, Jacob K. Javits and 
Kenneth B. Keating, has introduced 
a similar Bill.

Neo-F ascists Active 


One of the problems with which 
the new Cabinet will have to deal 
is that of growing antisemitic senti- 
ment, engendered by neo-fascist 
groups, in France and Algeria. 
Despite the eclipse of the Poujadists 
antisemitism is still-a force to be 
reckoned with, and a number of 
small. groups are doing their best 
to foment it. Their presence has 
been manifested by the recent 
attacks on synagogues, anti-Jewish 
outbursts by certain elements in the 
French forces in Algeria, and some 
hostility on the part of the Euro- 
pean settlers there. A group with 
avowed antisemitic aims was 
formed recently by Charles Douca. 

Official Jewish quarters’ do not 
appear particularly perturbed at 
these manifestations, and argue that 
no undue importance should be 
accorded them, as they are of a 
very minor character. They claim 
that in a country which gave the 
world the noble principles . of 
liberty, equality, and fraternity it 
is only natural that some persons 
should abuse the word “liberty ” 
by seeking to promote antisemitism. 
They aver that when such an out- 
standing Jewish personage: as Pro- 
fessor René Cassin declares General 
de Gaulle. to be the duly-elected 
President it is understandable that 
other jurists should give vent to 
antisemitic feeling out of jealousy. 

Yet despite this sentiment Jewish 
leaders have felt constrained to 


ties over recent antisemitic inci- 
dents in France and Algiers. When 
hooligans wiifully damaged syna- 
gogue windows on Christmas eve 
a protest was lodged with the 
police, but the vandals have not 
been apprehended, and a petition 
was also delivered to General Salan, 
the former Delegate-General of the 
French Government in Algeria 
about recent antisemitic manifesta- 
tions there. What was most dis- 
quieting about this affair was that 
the General made no reply to the 
petition. 

In view of the disturbing situa- 
tion the current visit to Algeria of 
Dr. Jacob Kaplan, the Chief 
Rabbi of France, is of considerable 
importance. Ostensibly, the pur- 
pose of his trip ts to explore the 
possibility of appointing a Chief 
Rabbi for the whole of Algeria, but 
while in the country it is clear from 
talks he has already had with 
officials that the problem of anti- 
semitism looms large in his con- 
siderations. It is understood that 
the question has been discussed 
during his “courtesy visits” to 
M. Paul Delouvrier, the new 
Delegate-General : Genera! Challes, 
Commander-in-Chief of the French 
forces in Algeria; and Genera! 
Massu, the Prefect of Algiers. 

Notwithstanding the current dis- 
quieting signs, French Jewry, 
confident that the Debré Govern- 
ment will set its face against anti- 
semitism, is optimistic about. the 
future. For they are fully apprecia- 


tive of General Gaulle's 
championship of Jewish — rights, 
particularly in. Algeria ‘after the 


war. and feel assured that Israeli 
and Jewish interests will not be 
neglected by such proved friends 
as M. Debré and M. Soustelle.

The Israel Citrus Marketing Board 
have announced that they will 
reconsider their decision to cancel an 
order for 1,000,000 cartons. But the 
Board made it clear that this was 
the result of pressure from the 
Ministry of Trade and Industry and 
that their objection to the use of 
cirtons remains.

He claimed that the 
Board had never given the cartons a 
preper trial dnd had harmed Cargal’s 
export trade by their manner of 
cancelling the order 

The company later announced that 
it intends to dismiss 160 of its 
workers.

Eeyptian Jewry’s Fate 


From a correspondent recently in 


( airo 


Egypt, France, and England are 
picking up the pieces of the Suez 
crack-up in 1956, but the events it 
set in train for Egypt's Jews cannot 
be reversed. The disintegration of 
the Jewish community which began in 
1948 with the Arab-Israeli War has 
continued ; only the pace has changed. 

At present the Egyptian Jews are 
enjoying one of the “ quieter periods ” 
of decline, as one Cairo business man 
recently told me. Outwardly, their 
existence iS relatively untroubled. 
Ihe community's agencies function as 
freely as any non-governmental bod) 
can in a country where the State 
supervises a large and growing sector 
of economic and social life. 

Public sentiment does not much 
hinder Jews in their daily routine of 
business and family life. Social life 
is likewise relatively free. 1 saw Jews 
in the “ best places,” and they are once 
again free to go wherever they can 
aflord to do so. Religious institutions 
perform as best they can, 

Yet Egyptian Jews know that they 
have no future. Discrimination 
against the deeply rooted Christian 
Copts has become so pervasive that 
even they have become alarmed and 
talk about it only in whispers. Several 
Jews told me that this development 
has disheartened them as much as 
their own experiences in the past few 
years. They now realise all the more 
how exposed their well-being is to 
official whim and the requirements of 
the régime’s- changing fortunes at 
home, its uncertain relations with the 
other Arab countries, the hostilits 
toward Israel, and positive 
neutralism ” on the side of the Soviet 
bloc. 

Virtually all of the Jews still in 
Egypt are. relatively well off 
financially. The poorest having gone, 
there are very few who still need to 
accept money from the community's 
relief agency. An abnormally small 
proportion of those who remain are 


below 40 years of age. It is a com- 
munity of older people who are 
pessimistic about. their future in 
Egypt but consider themselves too old 
to make a change now, 

Some Jews told me that they found 
it difficult to leave the familiar scene 
no matter how insecure it had 
become. Others have too big a 
financial stake in Egypt and too few 
resources abroad to make the change 
at so advanced an age. They point 
out, also, that it is difficult for Jews 
with Egyptian citizenship to get. exit 
visas, and that Jews with non- 
Egyptian citizenship who leave the 
country are not permitted to return 


STATELESS JEWS’ 
CLAIMS

It is estimated that about 12,000 to 
14,000 Stateless and Egyptian Jews 
have left Egypt as a result of the Suez 
crisis, leaving almost all their pro- 
perties and assets behind them. The

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SOVIET 
ATTITUDES 


MR. MIKOYAN’S meeting with 
representatives of the American 
Jewish Committee at a luncheon 
in New York was a political event 
of considerable importance on two 
grounds. It has produced an 
denial from the First 
Deputy Premier of the Soviet 
Unton that the question of sending 
Jews to Biro-Bidjan_ will figure 
on the agenda of the forthcoming 
Party Congress. In fact, Mr. 
Mikoyan stated that there was no 
pian to reconstitute this afea as a 
_ Jewish Autonomous Region, of 
fo transfer Jews there. This 
should djspel rumours circulating 
to that effect, and jt may be hoped 
will also lessen the apprehension 
on this score created among Soviet 
Jewry. Uf the Soviet Government 
abides by this statement, the meet- 
ing in New York will have served 
a most useful purpose. Secondly, 
the very fact that Mr. Mikoyan has 
felt it necessary to meet Jewish 
representatives at all—he met them 
on the eve of his conference with 
President Eisenhower — indicates 
that the Russian Government 1s 
conscious that it cannot utterly dis- 
regard the reaction abroad to its 
policy concerning the Jewish 
minority. or of the sentiments. of 
Jews themselves 

But’ the meeting. with = Mr. 
Mikoyan, although reassuring on 
the issue of Biro-Bidjan, produced 
a much less sat siactory answer in 
other respects. He* denied, for 
instance, that Russian Jews are 
treated dillerently from, or worse 
than, other minorities, and this in 
face of clear-cited examples. of 
discrimination, such as the ban 
against Jewish schools, newspapers, 
the lack of religious leaders, and 
restrictions in other fields. Not 
even the welcome news which we 
publish about Jewish religious life 
in Georgia will dispel the depres- 
sing reports about the restrictions 
on religious and cultural hfe of 
which abundant evidence js avail- 
able and which are keenly felt by 
thousands of Jews in the USSR, 
today. With the approach typical 
of Mr. Mikoyan’s whole tour, he 
simply turned these charges aside 
as. “slanderous. statements,” a 
device frequently and monotonously 
used in Soviet propaganda. 


~ 


Further pressed on this point by 
newspaper men at a press con- 
ference at the United Nations head- 
quarters, Mr. Mikoyan again tried 
to brush the matter aside. Here he 
actually blamed. Russian Jews 
themselves. for the non-existence of 
Jewish cultural institutions. ae 
Jewish culture, literature, and 
theatres do not exist.” he said, “it 
is the fault of the Jews themselves,” 
and went on to deny that there 
was: such a thing as “a Jewish 
problem” in the Soviet Union. 
Unfortunately, these statements not 
only confirm the known facts of 
the prohibition of Jewish cultural 
expression, but what is worse, 
diminish the hope of a change in 
the official Kremlin attitude. 

It may be that as a result of his 
American visit, Mr. Mikoyan may 
advise the Kremlin of the need for 
greater discretion in the handling 
of Jewish affairs. As_ regards 
greater freedom and equal treat- 
ment for Russian Jewry, for which 
they and Jews throughout the 
world plead, the prospect remains 
bleak indeed. 


PROUD RECORD 


ANY anniversary of an organisa- 
tion is bound to be in great part a 
looking’ back on the heroic days 
of the past. In the case of the 
English Zionist Federation, which 
was imaugurated§ sixty years 
ago yesterday, the receding vista 
is such as to excite legitimate 
pride. Much more recently than 
1899 there were many influential 
sections of the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity in which Zionism was out- 
landish ; it is difficult to visualise 
the scorn and derision with which 


its early devotees were greeted 
among all who counted in those 
days. External events conspired to 
breathe strength into the movement 
—the First World War, which 
made possible the Balfour Declara-: 
tion; the Hitlerite persecutions, 
rolling back the tide of progress, 
came when Zionism was an 
established force, but one with 
the realisation of its aims in the 
millennial future. The merit of the 
Zionist Federation jis that at those 
crucial moments it had devoted 
leaders who seized their oppor- 
tunities. Thereby it achieved a 
position in world Zionism far 
beyond what its numbers merited 
and now holds a commanding 
position in the Anglo-Jewish com- 
munity. Zionism made demands 
of every section. Among them 
were the women, and as a result 
the Federation of Women Zionists, 
whose annual conference mects 
this week-end, is pre-eminent for 
its efficient and widespread organi- 
sation in England and its practical 
benevolence in Israel. 


The admiring backward glance js 
prolonged because there are ques- 
tion marks against the future. The 
Zionist Federation remains power- 
ful, not because of the continuing 
force of its ideology, but because 
of the incidental circumstance that 
it is closely linked with the J.P.A. 
The two horses are harnessed to 
the same shafts. Today the pulling 
power is on the fund-raising side ; 
the other horse, though participat- 
ing in the same brilliant cavalcade, 
trots by its side. _At this time, 
when. the fulfilment of Zionist 
aspirations by the creation of the 
State has led to a weakening of 
the Diaspora organisations, the 
Federation might reconsider its 
attitude to a comprehensive terri- 
torial federation. Repeatedly it has 
defied Congress resolutions calling 
for the establishment in each 
country of an all-embracing federa- 
tion Apart from ‘questions of 
discipline, it might have done 
better to have complied, since out 
of the arguments between the 


different sections a more vigorous. 


Zionist outlook might have been 
forged. 


This week-end it will be sending 
the largest delegation to the 
European Zionist Conference af 
Amsterdam. It would make the 
sixtieth anniversary really. signifi- 
cant if the British representatives 
there could help to define “ Who 
is a Zionist’ today and what are 
the specifically Zionist tasks which 
should be undertaken in the cir- 
cumstances of our. time. Unless 
these questions are clearly 
answered Zionist organisations 
must. ultimately lose their raison 
ad etre. 


WHICH NATIONALISM ? 
INTER-ARAB conflicts are again 
flaring up fiercely. Colonel Mah- 
dawi, nominally Prosecutor at the 
Baghdad Peoples Court, has been 
indulging in uninhibited political 
attacks on a wide variety of targets. 
His run-of-the-mill denunciation of 
Anglo-American imperialists and 
their “lackeys” (former Iraqi 
Governments) earned him, until 
recently, the plaudits of Cairo 
radio. But he has since turned on 
the Egyptians as well, accusing 
them of feigning Arabism- while 
opposing its true interests. In 
reply, Cairo radio accuses Colonel 
Mahdawi of factionalism,” 
cowardice, theft, and “ leaving un- 
disturbed the hirelings of imperial- 
ism in order to attack the enemies 
imperialism.” Iraqi spokesmen, 
in turn, defend themselves from 
Cairo’s charges by pointing to the 
violence of their propaganda and 
economic activities against France, 
Israel, Britain, and the U.S.A. and 
other anti-imperialist bona fides. 
General Qassim has been threaten- 
ing the .Communist-controlled 
“ popular resistance organisation ” 
and the Students’ Union with sanc- 
tions, and further bloodshed in [rag 
would not come as a surprise. To 
add to the turmoil, all parties in 
this dispute continue to vilify 
Tunisia’s President Bourgiba for 
his co-operation with the West. In 
the light of these developments 
admonitions to “come to terms 
with Arab nationalism” become 
increasingly meaningless since each 
Arab nationalist’s first condition is 
always support against rival parti- 


sans of Arab unity and brother- 


hood. 


HULL CONFERENCE 


THE proceedings of the Confer- 
ence of Provincial Representative 
Councils on Sunday will show 
whether the convenors come with 
any prepared programme for deal- 
ing with the urgent needs of the 
small communities, or whether they 
are merely hoping that somehow 
something will emerge. But the 
absence of any stich programme 
should not be the excuse for pro- 
crastination on the grounds, for 
example, that a survey must be 
made, since the basic tacts are 
reasonably well known. Neither 
should the Conference attempt to 
put everything right at once. It 
would be sensible to set in motion 
a pilot project for he'ping a group 
of scattered congregations by asso- 
Ciating them with one that is firmly 
established. As in local affairs 
the Birmingham Hebrew Congre- 
gation has shown more vision than 
most, conceivably it might agree 
to help the outlying congregations 
of the Midlands. It is satisfactory 
that Mr. Alan Mocatta, Chairman 
of Jews’ College, should be attend- 
ing the Conference, but less so 
that he should rule out ab initio 
the availability of Jews College 
students. For them to spend week- 
ends in the Provinces would inter- 
flere with their studies no more 
than their acting assistant 
ministers in London, and, in fact, 
could be made a valuable part of 
their education. Finally, the 
experience of Continental com- 
munities in dealing with similar 
problems should be drawn upon. 


CHIEF RABBIS 


Our news columns bear evidence 
of a winter crop of chief rabbis, 
Fire, Algiers, and Ziirich having 
lately equipped themselves with 
dignitaries bearing this honorific. 
On the Continent of Europe it 
always seemed as if every Jewish 
ecclesiastic Was either Oberrabiner, 
Grand Rabbin, or Rabbino Mag- 
giore, and one wondered whether 
the firmament contained stars of 
lesser magnitude to set off the 
radiance of the chief. Often these 
titles were adopted to meet the 
requirements of the non-Jewish 
authorities, Jewish tradition 
favours equality between rabbis, 
and is opposed to one being made 
accountable to another for his 
opinions. Certain rabbis did 
obtain widespread authority, but 
that was due to their personal 
fame, not to any formal appoint- 
ment. Of this nature was the 
respect accorded to the Vilna Gaon 
in the eighteenth century, the 
Chofetz Chaim more recently, and 
to living rabbis also. South 
Africa boasts not one but two chief 
rabbis, but elsewhere in the new 
Diaspora the conception is little 
heard of. The Americans operate 
through rabbinical associations a 
system which gives every member 
the chance to strive for a period 
of glory and authority. as_ the 
Chairman and representative of his 
colleagues. There is much to be 
said for such. a_ system, both 
because of Jewish tradition and 
because it widens the interests and 
stimulates the ambitions of the 
rank and file of the ministry.

ROME.--AUDIENCE With THE Pope. 
On New Years Day a deputation 
from the Roman congregation was 
admitted to the presence of the 
Pope. His holiness at first received 
its members rather ungraciously, 
reproaching them for having, as he 
thought, supplied the European 
press with the particulars of the 
recent well-known transaction. His 
holiness, however, gradually 
relented, and the members of the 
deputation, on retiring, were per- 
mitted to kiss his hands, which -is 
considered as an extraordinary act 
of condescension on the part of the 
Pope. (His holiness, we can assure 
the public, was entirely mistaken in 
charging his Jewish subjects with 
any correspondence on. the matter. 
The communications were, in the 
first instance, made by the Sar- 
dinian gongregations, and subse- 
quently by correspondents of the 
Christian religion.—Ed., J.C.)

MIZRACHYV’S ANNIVERSARY 


Memories of London Conference | 


Sirn,—In April, 1942, the Mizrachi 
Federation of Great Britain and Ire- 
land celebrated the 40th anniversary 
of the World Mizrachi, and in 
January, 1959, the Mizrachi observed 
“the fortieth anniversary of the 
British Movement’s foundation.” 

The Mizrachi’s celebration in 1942 
was correctly timed, but unfortunately 
the same cannot be said of the festivi- 
ties, held in London in 1959, in 
honour of the “fortieth birthday of 
the British Mizrachi.” 

James H. Loewe was a delegate to 
the Sixth Zionist Congress, where he 
probably joined the Mizrachi faction. 
On behalf of the Ziirich bureau he 
called a meeting of Mizrachists in 
London (July 25, 1904), who approved 
the programme appeal of Ziirich and 
then decided to join the Mizrachi 
Movement and to call a_ special 
conference. 

This London “conference” was 


held on August 14, 1904, in Leman | 
Street, E. It was poorly attended, | 
and there were some differences. | 
James H. Loewe, dealing with the | 
basic aims of the Mizrachi, did not | 
want the Mizrachi to recognise lead- 
ing Zionists. who acted in public | 
“contrary to our religion.” J. | 
Suwalski. the editor of the Hebrew | 
weekly Ha-Yenoop!, and the Rev. D. 
Wasserzug opposed this view on the ) 
ground that the Miztachi had to do 
“with principles and not with per- 
sons.” The amendments of Suwalski 
and Wasserzug were finally accepted, 
with the consent of James. H. Loewe, 
who later demanded that Zionists who 
“ practise assimilation ” should not be 
atlowed to preach “ non-assimilation.” 

Thus—in my opinion-——August 14, 


1904. saw the birth of British 
Mizrachi.

Ihe Jewish community benefits 
from. this work, of course, equally 
with other sections of the general 
community, and, indeed, in some areas 
of London the district nurses are 
rendering service which is of inestim 
able value to the large Jewish popula- 
tions living there.

EGYPTIAN JEWS’ 
PLIGHT 


Expropriation of 
Property 


Sirn,—In a recent issue you pub- 
lished a report dealing with Jewish 
emigration from Egypt in which your 
correspondent said that all Jews leav- 
ing are allowed to take with them 
£5,000. This gives the impression that 
the Egyptians are helpful, thoughtful, 
and considerate people. 1 should like 
to give the real picture. 

You should say that Jews in. Egypt 
are allowed to leave provided they 
abandon their nationality and thus 
become Stateless. The amount which 
is officially granted to their families 
on leaving Egypt is £10. Those who 
depart abandon their homes, belong- 
ings. furniture, and their jewellery. 
only too relieved to shake the desert 
dust from their shoes, but havin2: te 
face starvation abroad. No permit 
to export houschold goods is given to 
Jews of any nationality. Nor are 
there permits for the export of 


capital. That is why the gaols of 
Feypt are full of desperate men 


caught trving to save, admittedly by, 
illegal means, that which is theirs. 

A couple of months ago a com- 
mercial agreement was signed between 
Fevpt and France and # was said 
that the sequestration of French 
possessions would be lifted immedi- 
ately. . But the situation has. remained 
unchanged and people’s hopes have 
been dashed to the ground. 

Since November. 1956, no Jew has 
received the right to transfer the 
£5,000 mentioned in your report. a 
right granted to non-Jews. The 
properties the Jews have left behind 
in Egvpt exceed £200,000,000, and can 
be considered as lost.

VALUE OF JEWISH EPITAPHS 


Tombstones 


Sin,—-Mr. Peter Elman’s review of 
“Jewish Monumental Inscriptions of 
Barbados” (January 2 issue) is 
somewhat unreasonable. Ignoring 
the original research in Mr. Shilstone’s 
introductory essay, he doubts, first, 
the use of such a publication for 
establishing the history of the Bar- 
bados community, then attacks the 
publication of epitaphs as showing 
“the moribund state of Anglo-Jewish 
historical research.” 

Barbados, it is true, was never a 
great community, but, together with 
Jamaica, it was one of the twin 
wealthy outposts of. the Sephardi 
community of London, when the 
trade of the West Indies in sugar, 
rum, tobacco, and other products was 
important. What, for example, was 
the part played by Jews in those 
aspects of economic history? We 
shall never know this, or much else, 
unless we make available what data 
we can assemble about individuals, 
In the West Indies they are hard to 
come by, except on stone; the 
ravages of white ants and neglect 
have seen to that. In fact the Bar- 
bados cemetery is one of the two 
oldest Anglo-Jewish monuments (the 
other being the old Sephardi ceme- 
tery in London). Certainl? it is the 
only important antiquity (and the 
oldest) in the West Indies, and it 
has only been saved from destruction 
with difficulty.

cemetery registers or epitaphs herald- ig 


ing the end of the historical body 
producing ‘them. there is no logic in 

the argument, and the Opposite seems 

to be the case.

R. ISRAEL FINESTEIN is 
of medium height, thick-set.

He spent the first 22 
years of his life in Hull, where he 
was born (a second generation 
Englishman), and Cambridge, where 
he obtained a,“ double-first ” in his

novel as “the Anglo-Jewish bank- 
ruptey area.” 

While so many of his generation 
who might have studied with him 
either at Cambridge or University 
College, London, have today (in 
Alexander Baron's phrase) moved 
beyond the borders of Anglo- 
Jewry,” he is right in the centre 
of its affairs—he has Been for 14 
years a member of the Board of 
Deputies, and is a member of the 
Hillel Foundation, the Council of 
Jews’ College, and the Jewish His- 
torical Society. 

How did it happen’? Mr. Fine- 
stein’s answer j$ very simple. “It 
may well be that the writers and 
myself all reaily stayed where we 
were; it is not easy to transform 
oneself from one’s upbringing at 
NOME... 

There was nothing new, he said,

IKE Liberal Judaism to which 
he ministers (first in South 
London, now as assistant to 

Rabbi Leslie Edgar in St. John's 
Wood), the Rev. John D. Rayner 
came to this country from Ger- 
many. -loday both are immacu- 
lately anglicised, having shed all 
traces of their origin. Hus parents 
died in Auschwitz. He came here 
at the age of 15 (in 1939), but his 
career from then onwards is thai of 
an upper middle-class Englishman 
-—public school, the Army, Cam- 
bridge, where he read foreign and 
Semitic languages, science, and 
philosophy. 

While more or less accepting the 
writers’ diagnosis of the present 
state of Anglo-Jewry, Mr. Rayner 
rejected what he called ™ their 
pessimistic prognostications con- 
cerning its future. “ They may be 
shrewd observers of Anglo-Jewry, 
but thev are not sufficiently identi- 
fied with Jewish life or familiar 
with Jewish history to express any 
trustworthy judgment on that 
matter. But what worries me 
even more is their doubt about the 
value of Jewish survival. It is not 
that they regard assimilation as 
inevitable but regrettable, it is that 
they do not regard it as regrettable’ 
What emerges ts that the writers 
have no faith in the worth-while- 
ness of Jewish survival. 

Mr. Rayner, like the others | 
interviewed, did not think that the 
six authors represented the views of 
a majority of their own generation, 
but of a sufficiently large number 
to be of communal concern. He 
ascribed their views, as well as the 
state of affairs which had produced 
them, to the secular climate of our 


the establishment. Wilson and 
Osborne naturally had their 
counterparts in the Jewish com- 
munity. It was not new to Anglo- 
Jewry either : there had been much 
more pungent criticisms of the com- 
munity in the past hundred years 
including Zangwill’s outspoken 
criticism only a generation ago. 

The great difference, however, 
was that the previous critics were

all inside’ and part of the com- 
munity, while the six writers inter- 
viewed by Glanville. belonged to 


time, to the loss of faith which 
made people tend to cling on to the 
superficial and artificial things that 
did not require either searching of 
the mind or real commitment, 
[his was particularly so, he 
argued, in the case of Jews who. 
unable to express themselves in 
terms of inner faith, attempted to 
do so through the vague undefined 
“sense of loyalty to the Jewish 
people,” through charitable activi- 
ties, or through Zionism, which had 
given Jews an opportunity § of 
asserting Jewish identity in a non- 
religious way. This situation was 
aggravated by the fact that official 
Orthodox Judaism placed so much 
stress on mere outward observances 
while refusing to deal candidly and 
thoroughly with the fundamental 
spiritual problems of our time. 


Why, then, has neither the Reform 
nor the Liberal. movements—both 
of which claim to be able to do iuist 
that—failed to succeed where. 
allegedly, Orthodoxy had succeeded 
to fail ? 


Progressive Judaism, he. said, 
was growing in numbers” and 
attracting many more young 


people. But most Anglo-Jews were 
afraid of Liberal Judaism because 
of the campaign of wild muisrepre- 
sentation. “The real truth ts that 
they are afraid of it not because it 
is alleged to be a religion of con- 
venience but because it is incon- 
venient, because it challenges them 
to think through their Judaism, to 
take H seriously, and to relate it to 
their own modern life.” 


At present, he concluded, the 
great majority were neither good 
Orthodox Jews nor good Liberal 
Jews. Peter Shatter was quite right 
in saying that a real Jew would be 
an alarming figure in Anglo-Jewry 
of today. What is the answer? 
“Very simple. Anglo-Jewry must 
hegin to take their Judaism 
seriously.”

its periphery, and they appeared, in 
fact, to be taking a delight in 
remaining on the edge or even 
beyond the borders of Anglo-Jewry. 
_Mr. Finestein attached to their 
views only “a certain significance 
which should not be overstressed.” 
For theirs was an instance when 
outsiders, instead of getting a more 
objective picture, really got a more 
distorted one. They seemed to see 
only decay and held out no hope 
for a worth-while future for Anglo- 
Jewry. But it was not possible to 
dissociate their own views, habits 
of mind, and way of life from their 
articulation. To a man with poor 
cyesight everything looked dim. 

Dealing with the reasons for 
the apparent decline of the com- 
munity, he said that Anglo-Jewry 
had become parochial and had 
lost much of its former colour 
and character, it lacked the capacity 
to inspire authorship. Nor had the 
leadership, both lay and spiritual, 
contributed much to the self-esteem 
of Anglo-Jewry. 

We witnessed the rise of the com- 
munal bureaucrat and the decline 
in the stature of the communal! 
leader. There used to be a time 
when the most talented Jews 
regarded it as their duty, as well 
as an honour, to give their main 
public energies to the Jewish com- 
munity ; today such men, with very 
few exceptions, fulfilled their 
ambitions outside it. As to the 
spiritual leaders, too many. of them 
had given the impression of being 
tied down by administrative and 


-social duties. with little time left 


for reflection and study. There 
was sufficient capacity in Orthodox 
Judaism to pose and answer the 
questions which had arisen out of 
modern conditions, if only its 
representatives had time to think 
and the courage to speak out. 

Yet another reason was that we 
were feeling today the malevolent 
effects of prolonged delay in estab- 
lishing an adequate educational 
system. -I[he new development ot 
Jewish day schools was today the 
most hopeful sign for the future of 
the community. 

The main criticism to be made 
against Anglo-Jewry was that there 
existed a widespread indifference 
about its future. “In that respect 
the criticisms of the writers, even 
though irresponsible, are healthy 
and, seen in perspective, may do 
good.” He recalled the saying of 
the late Chief Rabbi, Dr. Hertz, 
that he preferred “difference to 
indifference.” 


Rabbi Dr. Jacobs: 


Religion of 
Challenge” 

HE familiar complaint that 

the leading figures of our 
religious Establishment have 
neither the time nor the courage 
to deal with the challenging ques- 
tions thrown up in our eventful 
time would not apply to Rabbi Dr. 
Louis Jacobs. As minister to the 
New West End Synagogue—a posi- 
tion he took up four years ago, at 
the age of 34—he is, of course, a 
pillar of the Establishment. Yet 
few ministers have devoted more 
time and thought to the problem 
of the relationship between the 
ancient faith and the modern Jew. 

“ The climate of our time is hos- 
pitable to a_ religious outlook,” 
Rabbi Jacobs said, “and the modern 
Anglo-Jewish intellectual, too, is 
searching for spiritual values, as 1s 
obvious even from some of the 
interviews, especially the one with 
Shaffer. But he would only be 
attracted and captured by a religion 
of challenge.” 

Where would he find it? “He 
would find religion in its challeng- 
ing mood in the circles which are 
commonly known as ultra- 
Orthodox, of course. But here is 
the quandary: the modern Anglo- 
Jewish intelligentsia cannot easily 
accept the = intellectual premises 
upon which that outlook is based. 
The trouble is that those who are 
religiously fully committed have no 
awareness of the challenge of 
modern thought, while the thinking 
elements show no sign of religious 
commitment.”

F there were such a thing, Rabbi 
Getzel Ellinson would be a 
Jewish missionary to Anglo- 
Jewish youth, a missionary who is 
not a fanatic, despite his back-

ground. He was. born jin Gateshead 
29 years ago to what he calls “an 
old-fashioned ghetto family,” and 
there obtained his semicha. Gram- 
mar school apart, his whole secular 
education, in sociology and philo- 
sophy, is of the do-it-yourself kind. 
Today he is the Rav of. the 


Rabbi Jacobs did not think that 
it was the duty of the spiritual 
leaders alone to provide the solu- 
tion to this dilemma, nor would he 
Suggest the reforms in the educa- 
tional and communal _ structure 
which would help to solve jt. “A 
spiritual leader who would claim 
that he could provide all the 
answers would not be fit to lead 
in the quest: and before we can 
decide on the kind of reforms that 
the community really requires we 
must first understand and recognise 
the heart of the problem.” 

And the heart of the matter ts 
how to reach the thinking young 
generation in a way that will 
nourish their souls without offend- 
ing their intellects.“ What. is 
required,” Dr. Jacobs said, “is a 
Weltanschauung in which a persona! 
commitment to religious faith that 
touches life at all its levels is 
wedded to an awareness of con- 
temporary thought. In short, we 
must make a leap into faith, but 
take our reason with us.” 

Looking round the communal 
scene with that aim in mind, he 
reached the conclusion that “an 
open-eyed and open-minded com- 
mitment to Judaism” could not be 
got the ultra-Orthodox. 
Their shtiebel might warm the 
heart for a.while, but it.could. not 
satisty the mind. Such commit- 
ment to Judaism could aot be got 
from the Liberal and Reform 
movements either. Because of their 
failure to appreciate the richness 
of Jewish tradition, and because 
they ignored so many of the values 
of traditional Judaism, they woukd 
leave the searchers after. faith 
entirely cold. 

The ideal body to promote the

Rabbi Ellinson § asserted that 
the writers interviewed by Brian 
Glanville “ by no means represent 
the Angio-Jewish intelligentsia, not 
even its non-Orthodox brand.” 

Most of them—like the writers— 
had no Jewish upbringing or only 
a very rudimentary one. By the 
time they were old enough to 
receive an advanced Jewish educa- 
tion, they were sent off to Oxford 
or Cambridge. That's an unfair 
competition, he exclaimed, Oxtord 
or Cambridge versus the old-type 
cheder! Had these people really 
had an opportunity to tind out what 
the Torah had to say, he said, 
about contemporary problems 
“ It is for a past generation that the 
writers seem to speak, ignorant of 
the fact that a new generation is 
growing up, searching for spiritual 
values and, sometimes, discove' ing 
them in the religion of our ances- 
tors which is no more associated in 
their minds. with the hardship. 
poverty and lack of edueation of 
the old immigrants.”

For that trend to be encouraged 
a new attitude is needed in the 
community.

Jewry: one is the “ ghettotst” 
position typified by N16 where,

It might be true, as 
Achad Ha’‘am had put it, that more 
than Israel kept the Sabbath: it 
was the Sabbath that kept Israel. 
But true religion was not destined 
for the service of something else, 
not even for national survival, 

Religion was also more than just 
a code of ethical behaviour, 
although Mankowitz and Baron did 
not think so. [ts real aim was 
the encounter between man and the 
Divine, and religion either carmed 
its own justification or no justih- 
cation at. all. “ The concept which 
Judaism 
merely in terms of national sur- 
vival -has been responsible for 
much confusion and harm.

Istvan Mikulecs, had been in the 
charge of his grandmother, Mrs. Rosa

Ungar, after his parents left their 
home town of Debrezcin to join the 
Resistance fighters. in the uprising in 
Hungary just over two years ago. 
Mrs. Ungar took her grandson to 
Israel under the impression that the 
boy’s parents had been killed. 

Mrs. Mikulecs, who is a Jewess, and 
her Roman Catholic husband first 
went to a refugee camp in Cheshire 
and from there to Denton, near Man- 
chester, where they set up home. 

The Israeli -Government gave per- 
mission for the boy to join. his 
parents after they had been traced 
through the Red Cross. El Al flew 
him over and Magen David Adom 
paid the fare. 

Mrs. Mikulecs, whose husband is a 
locksmith in Denton, lost her father 
in a concentration camp during the 
Nazi régime, and she herself was also 
detained by the Nazis. 

Now little Istvan sleeps in his own 
room, surrounded by toys his parents 
had bought for him and the white- 
painted toy ambulance with the red 
shield of David, which officials of 
the Magen David Adom gave him.

STARCH 
GIVES 
MIDDLE-AGE 
SPREAD 


By Evelyn Rose 


While you follow a slimming 
régime the family must also eat. 
Fortunately, different menus are 


unnecessary, for the basic pattern of 
meals, except for the size of portions 
and dictetically unnecessary “ extras,” 
such as cakes and puddings, should 
be the same for everyone. 

Daily, everyone needs at Icast one 
serving of meat, fish or poultry, one 
egg (or at least three a week, includ- 
ing cooking), a raw and a cooked 
vegetable, two helpings of fruit (one 
citrus), and a pint of milk, with more 
for children. (One ounce of cheese 
is the same dietetically as a scant 
half-pint of milk.) The necessary two 
servings of bread, cereal, or pasta you 


yourself should restrict for the 
moment, Six to eight ounces of 
‘butter or other fats should be 


included weekly.~ Other foods, how- 
ever delightful, are not strictly essen- 
tial for health. 

Checking this list, I'm sure: you'll 
find your family eat exceedingly well. 
Possibly they eat too well of starchy 
foods, for this is the main fault of 
the traditional Jewish table. While 
youngsters need plenty of starch, too 
much later in life, when the pace has 
slowed, encourages “middle-aged 
spreadi.” So while you improve your 
own diet habits; make sure the family 
are eating according to their partieu- 
lar needs as well. 

While you reduce, build the family 
menus round foods that you also are 
permitted, keeping in mind the basic 
pattern I have ‘suggested. Serve green 
vegetables like sprouts, green beans, 
cauliflower, rather than — starchy 
carrots and peas. Have fruit desserts 
and meats served in vegetable- 
thickened gravy. And you can still 
enjoy together many raditional 
dishes. Here are some that you can 
serve and others that are better 
avoided for the moment. 


HORS DCEUVRES 


Enjoy smoked salmon, chopped, 
pickled schmalz herrings and gaffel- 
biters, chopped liver and calves’ foot 
iclly, egg and vegetable salads, but 
avoid potato salad and eat only one 
slice of challa or black bread. Avoid 
rolls and beigels. 


SOUPS 


Drink all clear soups—tomato, 
beef, vegetable, chicken, cabbage and 
beet borscht (lightly sweetened and, 
for you, no potato garnish). Avoid 
thickened soups, such as barley, lentil, 
butter bean, and hobeney grouen, or 
serve them to the family while you 
drink tomato juice. Avoid mandelen, 
lokshen, matzo balls, Areplach, and 
helzel. 


MAIN COURSE 


Enjoy all poultry, roast, fried, 
grilled, and braised meats. Cook bola, 
covered, on lightly fried vegetables, 
including tomatoes, The meat will 
make its own gravy, which can be 
thickened with the sieved vegetables. 
Serve pickled brisket and tongue, but 
little worsht or saveloys. Serve 
braised brisket, but no carrot fsimmes 
with its seductive halke. Eat chopped, 
fried, and gefiillte fish, mixed and 
coated with minimum of meal. 

Serve pickled cucumbers, tomatoes, 
salad. and chrane, smetana and kaes, 
cucumber and spring onions, and any 
kind of cheese. Avoid potato latkes, 
kugel, and lokshen, though you should 
serve potatoes to the rest of the 
family. 

SWEETS AND CAKES 

Put on the temporary stop list 
apple strudel, lokshen pudding, 
kuchen, lekach, and cheese cake. But 
when out visiting, indulge in a kichel 
or slice of sponge cake—it’s kinder 
to your hostess !

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FROZEN POULTRY GETS. 
COLD SHOULDER 
Shechita Council Fears Extended Sales 


By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Ihe sale of deep-frozen, pre- 
packed, “ready-for-the-pot” kosher 
poultry is causing concern to mem- 
bers of the National Shechita Council 
which met in London on Monday. 


Members commented on the fact 
that a Manchester firm was selling 
chickens which were pre-packed, and 
they feared that if sales were extended 
to other parts of the country, as was 
intended by the firm, financial loss 
could be caused to licensed poulterers 
and the revenue of Shechita Boards 
would be affected. 


It was pointed out that at present 
manufacturers of meat products could 
not extend their sales to other areas 
without sanction of the ecclesiastical 
authorities in those areas, 

Mr. S. Boxer, the President of the 
Council, suggested that members 
might feel that pressure should be 
brought to bear on the Manchester 
shechita authorities to ensure that 
sales. of such poultry be confined to 
the Manchester’ community, unless 
some provincial or outlying com- 
munities indicated that they had no 
other means of obtaining it. 

Mr. E. J. N. Nabarro, the Treasurer 
of the Council, swiftly commented : 
“If the consumer is getting a fai: 
bargain at a lower price, what right 
have. we to interfere? We must go 
carefully before making suggestions 
to stop such things.” 


Meat Next? 


Other members thought that the 
scheme was. one which could be 
adopted by other manufacturers, and 
indeed could be applied to meat. 


Mr. Nabarro then suggested that 
the matter be referred to the next 
meeting of the Councils Executive 


Committee and that representatives of 
the Manchester Shechita Board be 
invited to attend. [This was agreed. 
Representing the Brighton Shechita 
Board, Mr. |. Goldstein informed the 
Council that his Board could not pay, 
over the next four years, the £500 
assessed as their contribution to the 
National Shechita Defence Fund. All

Ihe Council decided to send the 
Hon. Secretary, Mr. J. Brenner, to 
Brighton to confer with the Board 
there. 

The Council also decided to con- 
sider increasing Bournemouth’s alloca- 
tion, in view of the large amount of 
shechita carried out for the com- 
munity there. ° 

It was also agreed to inform the 
Nottingham Shechita Board that their 
assessment of £200 was not, as Not- 
tingham had suggested, excessive, as 
it Was spread over four years. 

Mr. Elsley Zeitlyn, the Chairman of 
the Board of Deputies’ Shechita Com- 
mittee, commented on instances where 
arrangements at some slaughter yards 
could be further improved.

principally to increase the gold. and 


dollar reserves. and to make tong-term 
investment in the rest of the Sterling 
Area and in Canada. During 1958 the 
reserves in fact increased by £284 
million to £1,096 million at the end of 
the year. They are, however, still too 
slender for comfort. 

In December it proved possible to 
announce legal convertibility of sterling 
held by residents abroad: a step which 
is already helping to increase the income 
from our foreign business; and which is 
welcome, too, in that it implics that the 
Government do not intend to perm 
expansion to lead to renewed inflation. 

The price of the restraint necessary 
to achieve these successes has been a 
slight fall in industrial production during 
the vear. and some increase in 
ment. At the end of July the credit 
squeeze was officially ended and freedom 
of competition between the banks was 
thereby restored. Advances from the 
Clearing Banks have moved up sharply 
since July, though not more than was 
to be expected after the long period of 
repression: in this connection the intro- 
duction of personal loans for current 
expenditure has had its effect. 

SPECIAL DEPOSITS 

When ending the credit squeeze the 
authorities. decided, pending the report 
of the Radcliffe Commitiee, to take 
power to call for Special Deposits if 
necessary to control bank lending. I! 
regret this decision, and trust that the 
power may never be used. | would 
have thought a better method would be 
for the Government itself to refrain 
from creating an excessive volume of 
credit. 

So far the result of steps towards 
re-expansion has been most apparent in 
the sale of consumer goods, but reports 
from our branches still give little sign 
that private industry is resuming invest- 
ment in plant and buildings on the scale 
necessary to increase the future pros- 
perity of our industries. 


THE OUTLOOK 

The prospects for 1959 have to be 
viewed with caution, There is consider- 
able danger -in the possibility of a 
Western European split over the 
Common Market and the Free Trade 
Area. Recent reports from the ship- 
building, textile, and coal mining 
industries do not indicate much early 
improvement; and the heavy fall in the 
yolume of imports of the raw materials 
of our main industries during 1958 does 
not give cause to expect a rapid up- 
turn in production. A possible imme- 
diate stimulant to several industries 
would be to declare that there will be 
no important alteration in purchase tax 
this year. 

Since profits have been harder to carn 
the revenue may be less buoyant than of 
late, and there are many clamorous calls 
on the public purse; but this should not 
deter the Chancellor from fulfilling the 
faint ho he has given of a reduction 
in taxation, which, as the Cohen Com- 
mittee suggests, would be an important 


stimulant to production,

Stock market investment policy, to 
be profitable and workable. should 
present a gradually changing pattern.

CONDITIONS AT 
HENDON CLUB 


Allaying Parents’ Fears 


Sir,—Arising out of the report on 
“ Rowdyism at Hendon Club” last 
week, you will be doing a great service 
in helping to disperse some of the dark 
clouds which have been hovering over 
our club during the week-end, because 
since the appearance of that report 
parents are afraid to send their chil- 
dren to the club. 

The facts regarding the “ wash-basins 
being pulled off the walls” are as 
follows: In the first instance, it “wf 
pened many months ago, and secondly 
the damage was caused by would-be 
intruders into the synagogue premises, 
who also damaged the outside tele- 
phone wires. The police were informed 
of this outrage. Neither club member 
nor club visitor was in any way 
responsible for this damage. 

Nothing takes place within the club 
premises which savours of hooliganism 
or rowdyism. At every club evening 
(Tuesday, Wednesday, and Saturday) 
both the club leader and sports leader 
(both paid officials) are present as well 
as four members of the managerial 
committee. 

On Saturday nights, when we have 
excellent social evenings, a _ large 
number of boys and girls come from 
as far away as the East End, Stamford 
Hill, Barnet, Ealing, and Uxbridge. 
which is due to the good reports they 
hear about the club. Owing to the 
limited space in our communal hall, 
many visitors are turned away, which 
makes it understandable why some of 
them feel very annoyed after coming 
such distances. They show their 
annoyance by raising their voices in 
protest outside the club. premises. The 
only time the police were called by us 
was when a gang of teddy boys. 
presumably non-Jewish, were demand- 
ing admission into the club, threaten- 
ing violence if we refused them. 

Our managerial, committee, which 
comprises some thirty men and women 
(members of the synagogue and 
parents of several of the club mem- 
bers), not only meet regularly every 
fortnight to discuss the well-being of 
the club, but also attend club meetings 
as frequently as possible. 

All parents and other interested 
persons are most welcome to altend 
any club meeting without a previous 
appointment.

TALES FROM ISRAEL 


By DAVID PATTERSON 


A Whole Loaf : Siories from Israel. 
Edited by Snhotom J. Kann. Tel 
Aviv: Karni. 17s. 6d 


This of fifteen stories 
constitutes a well-chosen and intelli- 
gent addition to the still all-too- 
meagre selection of modern Hebrew 
literature in English translation. The 
volume derives its title from a tan- 
talisingly enigmatical story by S. J. 
Agnon, who is 
not merely 
Israel's leading 
author but 
undoubted], a 
writer of world 
Status. This older 
generation is also 
represented by 
two other stories 
of high calibre 
“The Lord Have 
Mercy,” by H 
Hazaz.. is a very 
lively story of a Yemenite and his 
barren wife. with a deeply poignant 
ending, which illustrates the author's 
penetrating understanding of Oriental 
psychology. Smilansky’s “ Shaitana.” 
although in very different vein. draws 
equally upon an intimate knowledec 
of Oriental folk-lore. But more than 
that, it is a gripping tale unfolded 
with artistry and suspense. 

Of the intermediate generation. Y 
Shenhar’s “Country Town” only 
serves to emphasise the loss which 
Hebrew literature has sustained in 
consequence of his early death 
Y. Bar-Yosef's “The Lateborn” is 
an engaging tale of life in the ,old 
Yishuv, which the author knows so 
well. But the contributions of Y 


S. J. Agnon 


Yaari and Y. Zarchi are less convinc- 
ing. 

Many of the stories provided by 
the younger writers are full of 
promise. Three of the war stories, 
S.. Yizhar's “The Dead and the 
Living,” N. Shaham’s “The Seven,” 
and A. Meged’s “The Party,” dis- 
play a sensitive appreciation of the 
horrors of war, although Yizhar's is 
by far the most mature. The struggle 
between conscience and duty also 
serves as a theme for M. Shamir's 
story, “Mr. Schmidt.” Y. Mossin- 
sohn’s “Polka” provides an attrac- 
tive contribution to the growing 
literature in translation concerned 
with kibbutz life. 

The general level of translation is 
very fine, although the reader occa- 
sionally senses that a rereading on 
the part of the translator might have 
helped to iron out some unnatural! 
constructions. Side by side with 
such seasoned veterans as 1. M. Lask 
and I. Schen it is gratifying to find 
a goodly number of new but accom- 
plished translators making their 
debut. Most interesting, however, is 
the editor’s attempt to. find an 
equivalent for the language of 
Hazazs Yemenites by employing 
Negro dialect. Although scarcely 
appropriate the attempt is significant, 
and represents a brave and ingenious 
assault upon a virtually insuperable 
obstacle. The most attractive collec- 
tion of Hebrew stories as yet avail- 
able to the English reader, this 
anthology makes an admirable contri- 
bution to the difficult task of present- 
ing the literature of Isracl to the 
outside world.

LIFE IN THE NORTH 


The premitre of Room At The Top 
with Laurence Harvey, 
Simone Signoret, Heather Sears, Her- 
mione Baddeley, and a large support- 
ing cast, now at the Plaza, Piccadilly 
Circus, W., is an adaptation of John 
Braine’s best-selling novel about an 
ambitious young man’s loose-living 
in the North of England. This pro- 
duction marks a sensational change in 
the attitude of the British censors, who 
have allowed here the nastiest of 
expressions to be literally yelled from 
the screen in many of the sequences. 
After this, | cannot see why any film 
should be sent to the censors at all. 
With the exception of the objection- 
able bits of dialogue, the picture is 
extremely well-made, beautifully and 
cleverly photographed, and brilliantly 
directed by Jack Clayton. 


The latest picture starring that 
super-eccentric Jewish comic, Jerry 
Lewis, whose clowning act with Mr. 
Mikoyan made world newspaper 
headlines, is being shown in Techni- 
colored VistaVision at the Odeon, 
Marble Arch, W.. under the title of 
The Geisha Boy (“U"). There is an 
army of cinemagoers who avidly lap 
up everything that Mr. Lewis does ; 
they will get more than their money *s- 
worth out of this film. But there are 
many people who can’t stand him at 
any price and it is to these folk that I 
appeal on his behalf for just one more 
chance. For although there is still 
a great deal of face-pulling, there is 
much that is new and entertaining in 
this tale of Jerry's adventures in 
Japan as a third-rate magician sent to 
ntertain American troops. From the 
moment he causes acute embarrass- 
ment to the leading lady of his show, 
Marie McDonald, until he finally finds 
happiness with a lovely almond-eyed 


maiden (Nobu McCarthy), Jerry's 
progress is one long laugh. 

The new film. at the Berkeley 
Cinema, Tottenham Court Road, W., 
The Most Wonderful Moment 
(“X"), rightly belongs to the pre- 


natal clinic. It comes from Italy and 
a slight love story overlays its real 
purpose, the advocacy of a Papally 
sanctioned method of painless child- 
birth. Most of the scenes are set in 
a large maternity hospital, where a 
handsome young doctor (Marcello 
Mastroianni), gets his fiancée, a pretty 
little nurse (Giovanna Ralli), into 
trouble and then refuses to marry her. 
He has a change of heart at the finish, 
the principal feature which is an 
innocuous sequence of the delivery of 
a baby by the new method. A woman 
asks the ministering priest: “ Doesn't 
the Bible say that women shall bear 
children in pain?” “That's what the 
Old Testament says,” he replies, slight- 
ingly. Anybody expecting excitement 
from this purely instructive picture 
will be disappointed. F.H.S.

BEETHOVEN SONATAS 


After her recital at Festival Hall 
on Monday Annie Fischer must be 
regarded as among the foremost inter- 
preters of Beethoven's pianoforte 
sonatas. She played four in all, start- 
ing with the “ Moonlight,” the first 
movement of which was taken at a 
tempo which lingered yet never 
dragged. The Waldstein was a model 
to the young Fe ep and clarity was 
never sacrificed for speed. After the 
artist had played Beethoven's Opus 
111th, one felt that, indeed, there was 
nothing more to be said, in either the 
creative or the interpretative sense: 
the first movement has rarely been so 
magnificently played. 


A triple bill put on by Sadler's 
Wells on Tuesday evening included 
Vaughan Williams “Riders to the 
Sea,” with Anna Pollak in the part of 


Maurya, the old mother. Hers was a 
conception majestic in presenta- 
tion of grief constrained by prescient 


despair. June Bronhill and Frederick 
Sharp were amazingly amusing in 
Menotti’s melange, “ The Telephone.” 
Bartok’s. “ Bluebeard’s Castle” had 
Victoria Elliott and David Ward as 
rincipals, conveying its sombre 
orror with overpowering effect, with 
unrelenting support from the orches- 
tra under Alexander Gibson. He also 
conducted the other works, demon- 
strating a versatility and musical 
penetration remarkable in_ their 
range. 


Rocking the Boat 


William Steinberg was back with 
the London Philharmonic Orchestra 
at Festival Hall last week conducting 
a programme of German composers— 
Wagner, Beethoven, and Brahms. 
“ The Flying Dutchman” got off to a 
flying start, but the conductor's habit 
of forcing great climaxes of sound 
rather than letting them grow out of 
the flow of the music tended. to rock 
the boat. A young pianist, Ingrid 
Haebler, who won the Harriet Cohen 
medal in 1957, showed in Beethoven's 
Third Concerto that she has a rare 
understanding of suspense values. 
Her fingering lends itself to some loss 
of clarity in rapid passage work, but 
2 very ‘attractive 
performance. 


Two brilliant young artists made 
their first appearance in the Jewish 
Institute Concerts on Sunday. Sidney 
Mann played two groups of violin 
pieces, and showed that he now 
commands a much firmer bowing 
technique, as well as fingering that is 
almost as. clean as one could wish. 
What: he needs now most of all is the 
widening of experience that will bring 
him to maturity. Rosemary Phillips, 
a mezzo-soprano who sang operatic 
arias and lheder and ballads, is the 
most promising young singer one has 
heard for a long time. She has a 
great range and a wide graduation of 
tonal colour. A word of praisé must 
be given to Valerie Pardon, the young 
accompanist to Sidney Mann, and to 
Norman Franklin for his accompani- 
ments for Miss Phillips. 


Sinfonia of London, a_ full-size 
orchestra led by Leonard Hirsch and 
formed primarily for recording pur- 
poses, gave a live concert at Festival 
Hall on Sunday. That it has plenty 
of technical ability was shown in the 
 Mastersingers Overture, and

Schubert's fifth symphony, but the 
main items of the programme were 
two concertos. Jeanne-Marie Darré, 
of France, overdramatised the 
dynamics of Grieg’s piano concerto, 
so that it was rather pulled out of 
balance. Raymond Cohen had a 
vigorous and incisive attack in the 
Mendelssohn violin concerto, and 
throughout it had the fleet, light 
quality, even in the Adagio, that keeps 
the work from becoming sugary. One 
doubts whether Mr. Cohen has ever 
played better. Muir Matheson was 
the conductor. H.C S.

A STORY OF SEX 


The plays of Tennessee Williams 
are always tangled with sexual prob- 
lems, but they are superbly theatrical. 
The Rose Tattoo, at the New Theatre, 
is the story of Seraphina, whose life 
is absorbed with the lingering mem- 
ories of the love-making of her dead 
husband. When she learns that the 
man has been false to her she falls 
into the arms of the first passer-by, a 
truck driver, half clown, half dreamer. 
To this play of sultry passion Lea 
Padovani brings a smoulderin 
sincerity. though she lacks the fina 
touch of abandon. Catherine Feller 
is most moving as the woman's 
daughter, herself on the brink of 
womanhood, while Sam Wanamaker, 
with a performance that is heart- 
rending in its gawky simplicity, 
atones for a production which its too 
noisy and at times too uncouth.

Most of us have heard our fathers 
speak of the many miles they would 
walk on the Sabbath morn to hear 
some great cantor in a distant syna- 
goguc. They would even compare 
him to singers like Gigli. Who, alas, 
can say that of a cantor in this 
country today ? A cantor, besides all 
his religious qualifications, is a singer, 
and musically must be judged as such. 
My impression is that at best they 
rank with our musical comedy tenors 
(who are certainly no Giglis), and at 
worst lack the necessary sense of pitch 
or control of voice to be classed as 
singers at all. 

The fourteenth-century cantor, 
Imanual Romi, modestly spoke of his 
Own singing thus: 

When say the 
great Kedusha 
the hardest will3 
be melted: when 
pray on Yom 
Kippur, or read 
the Megilla dur- 
ing Purim, then @ 
the mighty@ 
tremble at my @ 
voice ; and when 
I bring the 
laments to the 
ear, then not one 
eye is left with- 
out tears.” 

No one in Britain fits this descrip- 
tion now, but Israel is more fortunate. 
Thirty- eight- year-old Jerusalem-born 
Yoshua Lerer, cantor of the Great 
Synagogue, Tel Aviv, undoubtedly 
ranks with the best of past genera- 
tions. One gets the impression that 
here is an operatically trained voice, 
and, indeed, Lerer is constantly being 
asked to devote himself to this 
medium. If he did ] am sure he 
could star at La Scala, Milan, Covent 
Garden. or any other world-renowned 
opera house. However, their loss is

the synagogue’s gain. 


His L.P. (HED ARZI AN 41-99) 
is a masterly cxample of controlled 
singing, perfect intonation, and a rich 
baritone voice, which is quite unusual, 
as most cantors are tenors. It is 
difficult to single out any one of the 
eight songs, “but “Shema Israel” 
probably combines best all the aspects 
of his art. If you want to hear one 
of the great cantors of our time— 
buy this record, Let us hope Britain 
praduces someone of this calibre in 
the not too distant future. 

A singer who would have made an 
excellent cantor had he chosen is 
Robert Earl. He has one of the best 
voices in the “pop” world, and his 
latest record, “ The Wonderful Secret 
of Love” (Phillips PB 891), allows 
him full scope for displaying it. The 


song is a rather good ballad dressed J 


in rock °‘n’ roll _ tempo, and should 
ut Bob in the “top twenty” before 
ong. Two others heading in the 
same direction are the Platters’ 
“Smoke Gets In Your Eyes” (Mer 
cury AMT 1016), and Pat Boone’s 
“TIL Remember Tonight” (London 
HLD 8775). 

Many people have accused the last 
few Duke Ellington L.P.s of soundin 
more like Count Basie. They nee 
sorrow no longer, for his latest, “ The 
Cosmic Scene” (Phillips BBL 7287). 
has the hallmark of the great band 
of old and should please all his fans. 
Credit: precision-playing ensemble 
and swinging rhythm section, Debit 
solos mainly not up to the standard 
of the ex-Ellington sidemen. 

The year 1955 saw the first per- 
formance of Shostakovitch’s Violin 
Concerto, Opus 99, by the Leningrad 
State Philharmonic Orchestra,. under 
Mravinsky, and played by the 
brilliant violinist David Oistrakh, for 
whom it is said Shostakovitch wrote 
it. We now have an opportunity of 
hearing all the original participants 
(Parlophone PMB 1014), and this 
record has much to commend it. The 
orchestra is extremely good, though 
they are let down on occasion by the 
recording engineer. Oistrakh is 
superb, as usual. He has also 
recorded this work with the New 
York Philharmonic Orchestra (Phillips 
ABL 3101). 1 find little to choose 
between the two performances..except 
that Parlophone have managed to get 
it on to a 10-inch L.P., which has 
the advantage of price-saving. Always 
a good thing.

the childrén in Israel, when under the 
guidance of their teachers they busily 
plant saplings that will grow into trees 
and help the country to become well- 
wooded and prosperous. 

One of the commandfhents that 
Moses gave the children of Israel was 
that, as soon as they came into the 
land, they should plant all kinds of 
fruit trees. 

In Israel trees are particularly 
valuable. If the sun beats fiercely 
on the freshly sown crops they require 
protection so that they do not shrivel 
in the great heat. The trees help to 
attract rain and, in certain areas, 
trees protect the crops against storm 
and winds. Thus the more trees 
planted the richer will the soil of 
Israel become. 


Cedar and Acacia 


I need not remind you of the juicy 
Jaffa oranges and grapefruit that we 
have been enjoying lately. In ancient 
times it was customary to plant a tree 
when a baby was born, a cedar tree 
for a boy and an acacia for a girl. 
These trees grew, and when the 
children grew up and married it was 
usual to cut down some of the 
branches of the birthday trees to sup- 
port the chuppa under which the 
marriage ceremony was celebrated. 

The acacia, the special tree for baby 
girls. was at one time rarely found in 
Israel. Grandfathers told little 
children the reason. Many years ago. 
they said, some men camped and 
pitched their tents on a hill, but, after 
a time they decided to leave. They 
gathered up the tents but forgot to 
take out of the earth some tent pegs. 
In the course of time these pegs 
took root and then grew into acacia 
bushes.

World Conference Decision 


From our Own Correspondent . 
New York 

The World Conference of Jewish 
Organisations. meeting here with the 
participation of eleven delegations, 
decided to establish a research insti 
tute for questions concerning East 
Furopean Jewry and to prepare a 
world conference on Jewish educa- 
tion for adults. 

It is planned to invite all persons 
and organisations interested in Jewish 
education to take part in the con- 
ference. It is understood that the 
Alliance Israélite Universelle, though 
not affiliated to the Conference, ts 
willing to participate in its educa- 
tional work. 

Mr. Jacob Pat. representing the 
Jewish Labour Committee, demanded 
that action be taken against what he 
called the “expulsion” of Jews by 
Rumania. He suggested that the 
American and <Austrahan Govern- 
ments should be approached with a 
request to take part of the Rumanian 
emigration. as otherwise “ Israel 
would collapse” under the burden. 

Mr. Pats point of view was not 
shared by other delegates, and was 
reyected by the Isracl representatives, 


who said that Israel had met worse 
situations and jt would be a disservice 
to ¢he State to ask others “to do its 
job.” The problem was only how 
world Jewry would help Israel to solve 
the vast absorption problem, they said. 

Wo agreement was reached on the 
aims or scope which a world Jewish 
body should embrace. but the dele- 
gates were unanimous that if was 
useful for world Jewish leaders to get 
together occasionally discuss 
problems and exchange views, even 
without taking concerted action. | 
understand that Dr. Nahum Gold- 
mann, President of the Conference. 
takes the view that the progress of the 
Organisation is being hampered by the 
over-cautious attitude of the British 
Board of Deputies. 

The organisations represented 
included the British Board of Depu- 
ties, the American Jewish Congress. 
the Bnai Brith, Canadian Jewish 
Congress. the Conseil Représentatil 
des Juifs de France (Crif), the Jewish 
representative body of Argentina 
(Daia). the Executive Council of 
Australian Jewry, the Jewish Labour 
Committee. the South African Jewish 
Board of Deputies. and the World 
Jewish Congress. 


ALGERIA RABBINATE 
DECISION

Algeria is not after all to have a 
separate chief rabbi. This week Dr. 
Jacob Kaplan, the Chief Rabbi of 
France, assumed the spiritual. leader- 
ship of the Algerian communities in 
addition to his present duties, 

This decision is in accord with 
French policy that Algeria ts part and 
parcel of France and therefore does 
not require a Chief Rabbi for its 
territory. 

During his visit to Algeria last 
week Dr. Kaplan appointed Rabbi 
Simon Morali, of Nancy, Chief Rabbi 
of Algiers. Rabbi Morali is not 
expected to take up his duties before 
the summer.

AGREEMENT

New York 

Addressing his first press conference 
since he returned from the Middle 
Fast. Mr. Hammarskjoeld, the U.N. 
Secretary-General, said that the situa- 
tion in the Hula area was such that 
it would not be necessary to recall 
the Security Council to deal with 
Israeli charges. 


He had succeeded in getting an 
agreement to have the Syrian-Israeli 
frontier adequately marked in that 
region where the shelling of seven 
Israeli villages took place. 

On the relationship between the 
Arabs and Israel. Mr. Hammarskjoeld 
said that he was “sorry to note that 
the Armistice Agreement and the 
Armistice machinery are just as much 
under a cloud as they have been in 
the past few years. The Mixed 
Armistice Commissions are not func- 
tioning in the way they should 
function. One of the parties [Israel] 
does not participate, and there are 
also other elements which are unsatis- 
factory in the picture.”

A conference of the Keren Hayesod 
Presidium, to be attended by repre- 
sentatives of 18 countries, is being 
organised this month in Amsterdam. 
Dr. Nahum Goldmann, President of 
the World Zionist Organisation, is 
expected to take part in it. A similar 
conference will take place in South 
America. 

About 1£8,500,000 has so far been 
raised in Israel towards _ the 
1£20,000,000 loan now being floated. 

Foundations for 3,500 new housing 
units, to be paid from budget alloca- 
tions for the next fiscal year, have 
already been laid. The Ministry of 
Labour is asking the Government to

SPANISH CONSUL’S APPEAL

JERUSALEM 

A strong appeal for the establish- 
ment of normal diplomatic relations 
between Israel and Spain has been 
made by Seflor Frederico Olivan, the 
Spanish Chargé d’Affaires and Con- 
sul-General in Hamburg. 

In a letter addressed to Dr. Nathan 
Eck, editor of a Hebrew bulletin of 
Yad Va'’Shem, the Israeli institution 
devoted to the commemoration of the 
Jewish victims of Nazi. persecution, 
Sehor Olivan stated that during the 
war Spanish diplomatic missions and 
Consulates in various parts of Europe 
had helped the Jews, many of whom 
had found refuge under the Spanish 
flag. Nevertheless, he added. * inde- 
pendent Palestine” had, on attaining 
sovereignty, refused to exchange 
diplomatic missions with Spain. 

Dr. Eck had written to ask for 
material connected with the escape of 
Jews to Spain, and for other infor- 
mation relating to the Nazi persecu- 
tion of the Jewish people. His letter 
somehow reached Sefior Olivan, who 
decided to reply,

During the Second World War 
Seflor Olivan was the Spanish Consul 
in Vienna and was apparently per- 
sonally concerned with the problem 
of saving Jews from the Nazis. 


TRADE RELATIONS ONLY

Spain has a Consul-General in Jeru- 
salem, but there are no Israeli 
diplomatic or consular offices in Spain. 
The Spanish consulate was estab- 
lished in Jerusalem long before the 
creation of the State of Israet. 


There is a certain amount of trade 
between the countries, which | is 
furthered by agreements between 
Spanish and Israeli banks and is not 
on a governmental level. 

Neither Spain nor Israel has taken 
the initiative in trying to establish 
diplomatic relations between the two 
countries.

BRITISH DEMAND TO 
EGYPT 


Signing of Agreement 
Delayed

There has been a hold up in the sign- 
ing of the Anglo-Egyptian financial 
agreement. The Foreign Office has 
made it clear that this has been 
caused by ‘British insistence that an 
adequate British diplomatic staff with 
full diplomatic privileges should be 
established in Cairo in order to assist 
in the implementation of the future 
agreement, especially in helping 
British subjects when they return to 
Egypt. It was also explained that an 
addition to the agreement containing 
hundreds of names has to be checked. 

It appears that British official 
quarters are fully aware of the fact 
that 4 number of British subjects 
with sequestered property in Egypt 
are Jewish. This matter has to be 
handled delicately, but there is no 


suggestion that any discrimination ° 


would be tolerated. On the other
